Computer  Science 

On  July  1 the  Computation  Centre 
officially  changed  its  name  to  Institute  of 
Computer  Science  and  Prof.  C.  C.  Gotlieb 
became  the  director.  On  July  13  the  new 
IBM  7090  computer  was  officially  accepted 
by  the  Institute  and  it  immediately  started 
on  a heavy  schedule  of  operations. 

From  September  10  to  14  the  Institute 
acted  as  host  to  the  SHARE  Organization 
of  Computer  Users.  This  organization  is 
composed  of  universities,  companies  and 
government  agencies  using  the  IBM  704, 
709,  7090  and  7040  computers.  SHARE 
XIX,  held  in  Toronto,  was  the  first  meeting 
outside  of  the  United  States,  and  over  800 
persons  attended. 

Prof.  C.  C.  Gotlieb  took  part  in  the 
Ford  Seminar  for  Faculty  Members  of 
Business  Schools  conducted  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  during  July.  In  August  he 
attended  the  International  Congress  for 
Mathematicians  at  Stockholm,  and  the  Inter- 
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national  Federation  for  Information  Pro- 
cessing Societies  Congress  in  Munich.  He 
represents  Canada  on  the  Council  of  IFIP, 
and  during  the  congress  presented  a paper 
entitled,  “The  Construction  of  Class-Teacher 
Time-Tables”.  Dr.  Gotlieb  was  recently 
appointed  editor-in-chief  of  the  Communica- 
tions of  the  Association  for  Computing 
Machinery,  whose  annual  meeting  he 
attended  in  Syracuse.

last  June.  Mr.  L.  L.  Snyder  and  Mr.  J.  L. 
Baillie  also  attended  the  Congress.  Mr. 
Snyder  was  a member  of  the  International 
and  Local  Committees  responsible  for  the 
organization  and  success  of  the  meeting. 

Dr.  R.  L.  Peterson  was  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  American  Society  of  Mam- 
malogists  at  the  annual  general  meeting  in 
June.  In  July  Dr.  Peterson  flew  to  London, 
where  the  first  three  weeks  were  spent 
carrying  out  research  in  the  British  Museum 
(Natural  History).  This  was  followed  by 
two  weeks  on  the  continent  visiting  museums 
and  conferring  with  mammalogists  in  Paris, 
Brussels,  Antwerp,  Copenhagen,  Malmo, 
Sweden  and  the  Zoological  Institute,  Univer- 
sity of  Lund.  He  consulted  with  the  direc- 
tors of  the  following  Zoological  Parks,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  captive  moose: 
Antwerp,  Belgium,  Skanes  Djurpark,  Hoor, 
Sweden,  and  Whipsnade  Zoo,  England. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Crossman  attended  tfe  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Fisheries  Society, 
Monticello,  N.Y.  in  May.  Drs.  W.  B.  Scott 


and  Crossman  attended  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  American  Society  of  Ichthyologists 
and  Herpetologists  in  June.  Dr.  Scott  worked 
for  three  months  at  die  Fisheries  Research 
Board  Biological  Station,  St.  Andrews,  N.B., 
conducting  a study  of  Canadian  Atlantic 
marine  fishes. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Wiggins  has  received  a grant 
from  the  National  Science  Foundation  of 
the  United  States  for  support  of  research 
projects  on  North  American  Trichoptera, 
particularly  the  larval  stages,  and  is  to 
extend  over  a period  of  three  years.  Work 
carried  out  under  the  grant  during  the  sum- 
mer has  included  a collecting  expedition  of 
five  weeks*  duration  in  western  Canada, 
along  with  work  in  New  Jersey  and  Ontario. 
Dr.  Wiggins  attended  the  Third  Seminar 
on  Biological  Problems  in  Water  Pollution 
sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service 
in  Cincinnati. 

Several  delegates  attending  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Limnology  were  also 
welcomed  to  the  Department  of  Entomology 
and  Invertebrate  Zoology  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Ichthyology  and  Herpetology  during 
one  of  the  scheduled  tours  following  the 
Congress. 

Following  reports  of  bones  of  a fossil 
mastodon  being  found  near  Rondeau  Park 
on  Lake  Erie,  a party  from  the  Department 
of  Vertebrate  Palaentology  made  a pre- 
liminary examination  of  the  site.  Part  of  the 
skull,  two  tusks  and  various  parts  of  the 
body  have  been  exposed.  It  is  hoped  that 
information  on  the  date  and  conditions  of 
the  animal’s  death  can  be  obtained.  A 
similar  specimen  found  recently  near 
Chatham  gave  a radiocarbon  dating  of 
about  6,300  years,  easily  contemporaneous 
with  man  in  Ontario. 

Dr.  R.  R.  H.  Lemon  and  Mr.  J.  Mon- 
TEiTH  were  engaged  in  geological  field 
work  in  an  area  of  southwestern  Saskat- 
chewan, southern  Alberta  and  Montana 
during  the  summer.  Part  of  this  work,  con- 
cerned with  the  Upper  Cretaceous  and 
Tertiary  geology  of  the  region,  was  in  co- 
operation with  a field  party  from  the 
National  Museum  in  Ottawa. 

Mr.  Levi  Sternberg,  who  has  served  on 
the  Museum  staff  in  the  Department  of 
Vertebrate  Palaeontology  for  forty-three 
years,  has  retired  as  associate  curator. 

The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  has  under- 
taken, in  collaboration  with  the  British 
School  of  Archaeology  and  the  Dominican 
Ecole  Biblique  et  Archaeologique  de  St. 
Etienne  in  Jerusalem,  the  excavation  of  the 
Old  City  of  Jerusalem  in  Jordan.  The 
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Museum’s  participation  in  this  project  was 
made  possible  by  the  enthusiastic  support 
of  our  federated  Universities— Toronto,  Vic- 
toria, Trinity,  and  St.  Michael’s— and  Knox 
College.  Members  of  the  Toronto  party  for 
the  1962  season  consisted  of  Dr.  A.  D. 
Tushingham  and  his  wife;  Dr.  George 
Dales,  assistant  curator  of  the  Museum’s 
Near  Eastern  department;  Professor  John 
Wevers  of  the  University’s  Department  of 
Near  Eastern  Studies;  and  Mrs.  Faith 
Stanley,  of  the  Museum’s  registration  de- 
partment. 

Between  April  3 and  May  5 Mr.  Hickl- 
SzABO  spent  a month  in  Europe,  and  visited 
Luxembourg,  Echternach,  Trier,  Paris,  Milan 
and  Vienna.  His  purpose  was  to  gather 
information  relative  to  two  stone  sculptures 
in  the  Museum’s  collection,  and  to  seek  for 
possible  acquisitions.  The  most  important 
result  of  the  trip  was  the  purchase  of  a 
12th-century  stone  capital,  possibly  Cata- 
lanian.  Besides  this,  Mr.  Hickl-Szabo  col- 
lected valuable  information  for  his  research 
on  the  two  stone  sculptures,  and  an  article 
on  one  of  them  is  already  in  preparation. 

Mr.  Henry  Trubner  has  been  appointed 
supervisor  of  the  exhibition  “Art  Treasures 
of  the  ROM”,  to  be  held  in  honour  of  the 
Museum’s  Jubilee  Year. 

Mr.  Trubner  and  Dr.  Hsio-yen  Shih  are 
giving  a series  of  lectures  in  the  Far  Eastern 
galleries  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  this 
fall  as  part  of  the  program  in  honour  of  the 
Museum’s  Jubilee  Year. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Stephen  has  left  for  Japan 
and  Taiwan  under  the  six-month  Regional 
Cultural  Study  Grant  she  was  awarded 
earlier  in  the  year  by  UNESCO. 

Dr.  Hsio-yen  Shih  was  appointed  visit- 
ing professor  at  Trinity  College  Summer 
School,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  during 
August.

Arts  and  Science 

E.  W.  Nuffield  has  been  appointed 
associate  dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science,  replacing  Frank  E.  W.  Wetmore. 
Prof.  Nuffield  has  been  on  the  Department 
of  Geological  Sciences  staff  since  1943,  and 
has  now  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
professor.  He  graduated  from  the  University 
of  British  Columbia,  was  a teaching  fellow 
at  Stanford  University  for  a year,  then 
came  to  Toronto  for  graduate  work,  earning 
his  Ph.D.  in  1944.
